Plane may have 
had too many 
people on board

BUTTE, Mont. Investigators said Monday 
they’ll examine whether a single-engine 
turboprop plane was overloaded when it 
nose-dived into a cemetery and killed 14 
people on board who were heading to a 
ski trip. 

The plane was likely designed to carry 
a total of II people, including two pilots, 
Mark Rosenker, acting chairman of the 
National Transportation Safety Board, 
said at a news conference. Officials said 
seven adults and seven children were 
killed in the crash. 

“It will take us awhile to understand,” 
Rosenker said. “We have to get the 
weights of all the passengers, we have to 
get the weight of the fuel, all of the lug- 
gage.” 

Rosenker said he did not know the ages 
of the children, and it was possible that a 
very small child would be on the lap of an 
adult, he said. 

Also, federal aviation officials said the 
plane didn’t have a cockpit voice recorder 
or flight data recorder that investigators 
use to help determine the cause of an 
accident and the craft wasn’t certified to 
carry commercial passengers. 

The turboprop plane left Oroville, 
Calif, headed for Bozeman, Mont., but 
changed course to Butte, where it crashed 
on final approach Sunday The pilot gave 
no indication to air traffic controllers 
that the aircraft was experiencing dif- 
ficulty when the pilot asked to divert to 
an airport in Butte, Rosenker said in an 
e-mail earlier in the day 

WITNESS: PLANE JERKED’ 

Witness Kenny Gulick, 14, told CBS’ “The 
Early Show’’ that he thought he was 
watching a stunt plane because the pilot 
was making so many turns. “He jerked the 
plane to the left too quickly and lost control 
of it, but that’s just my guess,’’ Gulick said.

New bank plan 

Price tag to clean up toxic assets couid hit $1 triliion

WASHINGTON The Obama administration 
launched a new effort Monday to end a 
paralysis in lending, saying it will team 
with investors with the goal of buying up 
to $i trillion of bad assets from banks that 
have been reluctant to make loans to con- 
sumers and companies. 

In announcing the program. Treasury 
Secretary Timothy Geithner pleaded for 
patience, saying that work to rehabilitate 
an industry with such systemic problems 
must go forward despite “deep anger and 
outrage” over executive bonus payments. 

Geithner’s performance in President 
Obama’s Cabinet has come under heavy 
criticism from some in Congress. The 
secretary announced the initiative in a 
Treasury Department room with no cam- 
eras allowed. He was with Obama later in 
the morning, however, when the president 
spoke briefly, saying he was “very confi- 
dent” the latest plan will succeed. 

Geithner said the new program will ini- 
tially seek to harness government and pri-

vate resources to purchase a half-trillion 
dollars of bad assets off the balance sheets 
of banks and said he expects that purchases 
could grow to $i trillion. 

Wall Street seemed to feel rejuvenated. 
The Dow Jones industrial average was up 
nearly 500 points, quite a difference from 
the 380 -point plunge on Feb. 10 when 
Geithner unveiled the first version of the 
administration’s bailout overhaul. 

The administration’s newest toxic-asset 
repellant was another in a string of bank- 
ing initiatives that have included efforts to 
deal directly with mortgage foreclosures, 
boost lending to small businesses and thaw 
out the credit markets for many types of 
consumer loans. 


Administration officials said the plan 
put forth Monday will deploy $75 billion 
to $100 billion from the government’s 
existing $700 billion bailout program for 
the purchase of bad assets— resources 
that will be supported by loans from the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corp. and a 
loan facility being operated by the Federal 
Reserve. 

Under a typical transaction, for every 
$100 in soured mortgages being purchased 
from banks, the private sector would put 
up $7 and that would be matched by $7 
from the government. The remaining $86 
would be covered by a government loan 
provided in many cases by the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corp. 

Whereas Geithner suggested there was 
no alternative to the plan. Republicans 
said otherwise. House GOP Whip Eric 
Cantor said he hoped the administration 
would consider instead an earlier GOP 
proposal to set up a government-spon- 
sored insurance program for mortgage- 
related securities.

There are telltale signs

Are you tlie perfect target? 

Your beliavior could be putting you at risk 
to be a criminal’s next victim. 

As spring approaches and the mercury 
rises, typically so does crime. People tend 
to be out on the street and more lax, which 
creates opportunities perfect for criminals 
to strike, said Arthur Lurigio, a professor of 
psychology and criminal justice at Loyola 
University Chicago. 

It’s never a person’s fault if he or she is 
attacked, criminologists and self-defense 
instructors say But they say there are 
behavioral cues— like appearing distracted 
and unprepared, traveling alone in dark or 
desolate areas and ignoring your gut when you 
feel something is not right— that can increase 
your risk of becoming a victim. 

Experts say there are precautions people 
can take to lower their likelihood of being 
victimized. 

“Except in rare cases, you wouldn’t say 
people are chosen randomly to be victims 
of crime because criminals — though 
opportunists— they also want to be 
successful,” Lurigio said. 

Criminals are going to hone in on people 
they see as vulnerable, he said. 

Appearing distracted or drunk can increase 
a person’s chances of becoming a crime target, 
experts say 

Being out late at night and in isolated or 
high-crime areas also are factors. 

‘Anything that takes away your ability to 
perceive what’s going on around you: being 
on your cell phone, texting, listening to an 
iPod, they all take away your senses and you’re 
concentrating on something that’s taking you 
away from being alert in your surrounding 
environment,” Lurigio said. 

Looking or acting like a tourist can grab 
the attention of criminals, said Tod Burke, 
a criminal justice professor at Radford 
University in Virginia and a former police 
officer. 

Tourists aren’t as familiar with their 
surroundings, and the unlikelihood they 
would travel back to testify against a robber 
only makes them more of a target, he said. 


Criminals may be eyeing you if you 
look unprepared, he said. A telltale sign is 
fumbling around in your purse or having 
your hands in your pockets searching for 
keys. 

Simply having your hands in your pockets 
also could signal vulnerability because it can 
make you less likely to be able to fend off an 
attacker, he said. 

Just as criminals are thinking about 
whether you’re an easy target, you should do 
the same, Burke said. “If I were going after 
someone like myself, what would make me 
vulnerable?” he said. 

Dianne Parra, 27, protects herself by texting 
her fiance or parents when she’s leaving work. 
Then they know when to expect a call from 
her that she safely reached her car. 

‘As soon as I’m ready to get off the train, 
I have my keys in my hand and my phone in 
my pocket,” said Parra, a radio promotions 
manager who lives in Eranklin Park. Just in 
case, she puts her keys between her fingers — 
her friends call it “The Wolverine claw”— and 
her finger on the panic button of her keychain 
when she walks to her car from her Blue Line 
stop. 


Experts disagree about how effective 
panic buttons are because it’s questionable 
whether people will pay attention if the alarm 
is activated. 

They warn that carrying pepper spray 
and talking on your cell phone also can give 
a false sense of security because the spray 
can backfire and the cell phone can be a 
distraction. 

To lessen your risk of being a possible crime 
victim, experts suggest walking with purpose 
and making eye contact with people passing 
you to let them know you see them. 


It’s also practical to arrange for a ride or 
cab ahead of time if you know you’re going 
to be out late at night alone or if you’ve 
been drinking, said Martha Thompson, self- 
defense instructor and director of IMPACT 
Chicago. 

Even your stride and pace can project 
confidence, she said. Walking too fast makes 
you look frightened, she said. Shuffling 
your feet, Burke said, could indicate 
submissiveness. 

“Whether or not you’re carrying anything, 
have a ponytail or wear high heels is really less

Let there be light 


Criminals can hide on dimly lit streets. 
Dark alleys can create conditions ideal for 
burglars to break in. 

Whether it’s one street light or the whole 
block that is out, residents should call 311 or 
report the outage online at cityofchicago.org 
by clicking on the “311 online services” icon, 
said Matt Smith, spokesman for the city’s 
Department of Streets and Sanitation.

While the department tries to quickly 
repair lights. Smith said, it prioritizes its

requests first. For example, having an entire 
block with street lights out is more critical 
than one light out on the block, he said. 

The department also can trim trees that 
block the light from street lights. 

Every year aldermen can pick the 
infrastructure improvements they would 
like in their wards, and many choose to 
install additional street lighting. Smith 
said. 

“People do equate lights with safety,” 
Smith said. “When we are able to have a 
well-lit area, the bad guys stay away” l.v. 


A woman should carry 
her purse on the arm 

closest to building walls as 
she’s walking; this could 
deter criminals because 
it’s harder to grab the 
purse and run, Burke 
said.

said. The main idea is to be aware of your 
surroundings, body language and howyou are 
presenting yourself, she said. 

“When you walk with your head down, 
you’re not only distracted— sometimes 
criminals detect that as you’re timid or 
vulnerable,” said Chicago Police News Affairs 
officer John Mirabelli. 

If you’re sensing danger, pay attention to 
your instincts, Lurigio said. “If something 
doesn’t feel right, it’s better to give the 
indication you’re being rude than to be a 


victim of a crime,” he said. 

Stephanie Polcyn, 24, believes in safety in 
numbers. When she gets off the Brown Line 
after work and heads home in Roscoe Village, 
she said she always turns off her iPod and 
takes a look to see who’s around her. 

“If there’s a bunch of people who get off 
the T with me, I try to keep in step with them 
so I’m not by myself,” she said. 

Not all people go out of their way and 
take actions to protect themselves. Men, in 
particular, sometimes don’t take action to 
safeguard themselves. 


Mark Sokolowski, 30, said he lives in a safe 
neighborhood — Lakeview— and typically 
goes out on weekends with a group of people. 
“Maybe if {I’d] ever been mugged I would 
approach that differently and actually take 
precautions,” Sokolowski said. 

Even so, young men are more likely to 
be crime victims because they’re out more 
and often carry themselves with a sense of 
invincibility, Burke said. 

“By letting their guard down as well, they 
make themselves more vulnerable,” he said.

A1 Sanchez, the ib rmcr commissioner oi the 
cit>’'s Streets and Sanitation Department in 
the Daiey administration, was convicted 
Monday on charges he rigged city hiring by 
trading jobs for campaign work, 

“I just did my job the way I was supposed 
to do it,” Sanchez said as he left the Dir Jc sen 
U,S, Courthouse after jurors convicted him 
on four counts of mall fraud and acquitted 
him on three other mail fraud c»unts, 
Sanchez insisted he was trying to ensure 
thiU the cit/s worJt force was representative 
of its diverse population, “1 guess it's a fed- 
craJ crime. 

“T just don't even chink T should be in this 
position,” Sanchez added, “We all liad a job 
to do, im.il we did it.” 

Sanchez, 6i, is the highesc-ranking aide to 


Mayor Daley to be found guilty in the fed- 
eral corrapdon probe of City Hall hiring. 

The jury also convicted Aaron Delvalle, 
Sanchez's former assistant, on a perjury 
charge for l>ing to a grand jur}'^ about the 
rigged hiring, 

Sanchez's lawyer, Tliomas Breen, said he 
was “a little mystified” by the verdict. 

Breen said Sanchez had “fought discrimi- 
nation, fought racism and fought for his 
people.” He worked 24 hours a day “to earn 
the people’s trust and respect,” he said, 

Breen said it was “hypocrisy” for city offi- 
cials higher-ranking than Sanchez to skate 
by. “No one has had the guts to come for- 
ward and take responsibility for {the hiring 
system],” he said. 

“I don't understand why AJ Sanchez has 
been singled out ” Breen told reporters. 


DALEY REACTS

insisting, "Let’s be clean I never have 
or ever will support any activity that is 
illegal.

Mexico offers $2 million 
for top drug lords 


MEXICO CITY Mexico’s government 
on Monday offered $2 million each 
for information leading to the arrest of 24 
top drug lords in a public challenge to the 
cartels’ violent grip on the country 
The list indicated that drug gangs have 
splintered into six main cartels under 
pressure from the U.S. and Mexican 
governments. The two most powerful 
gangs — the Sinaloa and Gulf cartels — each 
suffered fractures that have given rise to 
new cartels, according to the list published 
by the Attorney General’s Office. 


SPILLOVER 

Mexico’s drug violence has killed more 
than 8,000 people in the past two years 
as gangs battle one another for territory 
and fight off a government crackdown. 
Some of that violence is spilling over into 
the U.S., especially the Southwest, where 
kidnaps and killings are on the rise. 

The list offers $2 million in rewards 
for 24 top members of the cartels and 
$i million for 13 of their lieutenants. Arrest 


warrants have been issued for all 37 people 
on the list, the Attorney General’s Office 
said. 

While Mexico has offered rewards for 
drug lords in the past, it has usually been 
done on an individual basis. The new list 
appears to be the first offering rewards 
for all the most wanted cartel members at 
once. 

The list comes days before a visit from 
U.S. Secretary of State Hillary Clinton 
and a month before President Obama 
visits.

Fairy Tale

A barbecue joint in the heart of Austin, 
Texas’, party district may not seem like the 
best place for a composer and his ensemble 
to debut a serious new work. But the 
Decemberists, the collaborative that real- 
izes Colin Meloy’s conceptions, are a rock 
band too. 

So during the South by Southwest music 
fest last Thursday, the group took the 
stage at Stubb’s to present “The Hazards 
of Love,” its new “folk opera,” for the first 
time in concert. The show celebrated the 
Tuesday release of the “Hazards” album. 

“The Hazards of Love” is ultimately a 
tale of “baby, I love you”— though a fantas- 
tic one, featuring shape-shifters, a forest 
queen and a lass who gets tossed into the 
thistle. The hour-long song suite— voiced 
by Meloy in the roles of the faun- turned- 
human lover William and the villainous 
Rake, and guest singers Becky Stark as 
Margaret, the ingenue, and Shara Worden 
as the evil Queen— is a reconstructed fairy 
tale, in which lost virtue leads to tragedy, 
then supernatural redemption. 

Musically, “The Hazards of Love” is 


difficult to grasp in one listen; it was obvi- 
ously challenging live. Its songs blend 
into each other, with gentle acoustic 
numbers giving way to heavy, early 1970s- 
style rock. One arrangement recalled the 
Kinks; another featured five of the seven 
musicians onstage banging drums— very 
avant-garde. But Meloy’s influences 
were absorbed in what has become the 
Decemberists’ sound: a catchy, polished, 
very contemporary version of “vintage.” 

The biggest risk the new music revealed 
was a step away from easy hooks. This new 
work stresses mood-building instrumental 
passages and expository lyrics over addic- 
tive choruses. Memorable songs were 
entangled within the narrative but rarely 
jumped out. 

Sharing vocals was another experiment. 
Meloy chose well with Stark and Worden. 
Both are bandleaders in their own right— 
Stark founded Lavender Diamond, while 
Worden helms the similarly named My 
Brightest Diamond— but at Stubb’s each 
stayed strictly in character. Stark used her 
soprano to project naivete as Margaret, 
while Worden kicked out all the stops.

echoing Tina Turner’s turn as the Acid 
Queen in the film version of “Tommy” 

As for that plot, Margaret encounters 
William, shape-shifted as a faun; they have 
sex and she becomes pregnant. Their love 
is threatened by the amoral Rake and the 
jealous Queen; they find peace in a watery 
death. 

Such stories have an archetypal potency, 
but it’s a bit frustrating that Meloy opted 
for these particular “universal” images. 
Must the princess always end up floating in 
the muck? 

In a way, though, the plot of “The 
Hazards of Love” is just instrumental. 
Meloy wanted to spin a tale— the saga of 
his pop elders’ fascination with a past that 
was as mystical for them as it is for him. 
His new work accomplishes that goal.

» Don’t hide. "You’re in very good 
company," said Judith Beck, a cognitive 
therapist and author of "The Complete 
Beck Diet for Life.” "Most people gain 
weight back." 

» Talk about it If you feel comfortable, 
share your struggles, said Martin Binks, 
director of behavioral health and research 
director for the Duke Diet and Fitness 
Center. Examples of hyper-success often 
create an unrealistic impression that it is 
easy to lose weight, he said. People need 
to know it's not as easy as It looks.
